Courtney plan for Ainsworth Road 


Ainsworth Road is in North 
Wilmington. and occupies the 
former right-of-way of the Salem 
& Lowell Railroad. The roadbed in 
part is about 40 or 50 feet wide. 
The right-of-way is-82 feet wide. If 
the road were to be built to the full 
width there would be a tremendous 
cost in fill. for the land on each 
side is low. 

Over a dozen years ago the then 
Wilmington Town Manager had an 
extensive area in North 
Wilmington rezoned to Industrial, 
on the touting that a major in- 
dustry sought to locate in 
Wilmington. The then board of 
selectmen recommended to the 
town that Ainsworth Road be 
accepted, on the betterment plan, 
‘and the Town Meeting did accept 

But the then Town Manager 
forgot to have the vote recorded, in 
the Registry of Deeds. and there 
was no legal way to construct a 
road out of the old railroad bed. 
The result was a legal mess, which 
one called ‘‘a can of worms” and 
the Town Crier classified the road 
as being a ‘‘non kosher’’ street. 

Lawyers. land owners, 
selectmen and others have wrangl- 
ed over a solution. for years, 
without finding one. The 
neighbors. on Andover Street, have 
become more and more distress- 
ed. because part of the land which 
was rezoned as Industrial is now 
the property of Bob Corey of 
Lowell, and Mr. Corey. among 
other things, is in the wrecking 
business. The neighbors have, 
from time to time, protested that 
industrial trucks cannot’ go 
through a residential zone - a 
protest which has a lot of truth to 
it. 

The latest proposal was made 
Monday night, before the 
Selectmen by Attorney Joseph 
Courtney of Andover Street. Mr. 
Courtney. from time to time, has 
appeared for Corey before 
selectmen, and’ the Conservation 
Commission. 

Corey now éwas the entire 
former railroad bed. At one time 
he blocked the roadway off, until a 
settlement was reached with the 
present occupant of the small in- 
dustrial plant at the end of the 
road. 

Courtney's proposal was, in 
effect, that Corey would build the 
road, on what could be called a 
Betterment Plan, but only a 60 foot 
road, not one that would entail us- 
ing the entire width of the right-of- 
way, 

On each side there would remain 
11 feet which would not be a part of 
the road. That would mean that 
land owners would not have to par- 
ticipate in the payment for the 
work, as they would not be 
abutters to the road. One of the 
land owners would be the Town of 
Wilmington, which owns a con- 
siderable acreage, as a part of the 
town watershed. No money would 
be paid by the town, presumably - 
a fact that might make the 
selectmen happy. 

Courtney offered to prepare 
documents which would protect 
the abutters. and put those 
documents in the hands of the 
town. Escrow deeds would be 
prepared and held by the town, and 
if any abutter wanted to par- 
ticipate he could act through the 
town, without having to be 
guaranteed by Mr. Corey. 

There were immediate objec- 
tions. 

The Town Manager, Sterling 
Morris. did not think the proposal 
es legal.

Deloury Construction of 
Wilmington was contracted to 
demolish the building. and co- 
owner George Morey said the firm 
discovered quite a bit about the 
building 

“It was really solid.” he said 

The four corner beams were 
made of chestnut. not horse chest- 
nut, but chestnut, which has 
become extinct here since a blight 
a hundred years ago. Really hard 
I counted 70 rings in the wood in 
those beams. That means it was 70 
years old when the home was built.
